ficult spot can be occupied. Sand­ 
wiches of an exterior skin, fit to 


w ithstand or to react against the 
atm osphere, w ith a structural core 
to resist the lateral stresses of 
earthquakes and storms, are used 
for the space forming bodies and 
enclosures. 
W herever 
present 
m arket 
conditions 
perm itted, 
contem porary 
m aterials 
w ere 
used; th e low moisture content 
of the a ir leaves metals uncor­ 
roded, preserves timber.

War Plays Big Part in Expansion of 
Desert Area as Soldiers, Who Trained 
Here, Return to the Lure of the Villaqe 


Greatest impetus to the magic-like expansion of Palm Springs 
can without a doubt, be placed at the very door of World War II. 
Thousands upon thousands of soldiers, their friends and fami­ 
lies learned about the desert and the Village through letters sent 
to the four corners of the nation by servicemen who trained here 
under General George Patton and soldiers stationed at Torney 
General Hospital and the Army Air Field. The latter two institu­ 
tions actually did not close for many months after the defeat of 
Japan. 
_______________________________ 
The huge airfield on which 
anything from a light cub to a 
four-motored bomber can land, is 
now being operated by Mrs. Mary 
Nelson under a lease agreement 
with the city of Palm Springs. 
The city fathers quite recently 
obtained a right of entry and 
operation of the airport from War 
Assets Administration and nego­ 
tiations is soon expected to result 
in complete ownership of the air­ 
port by the city. 
Torney General Hospital, ad­ 
vertised for sale as surplus prop­ 
erty by the Government within 
the last 30 days, is being sought 
by the city fathers as a site where 
many civic, health, educational 
and recreational facilities may be 
installed. A municipal park and 
additional grounds for the Des­ 
ert School District will result, if 
the city of Palm Springs is suc­ 
cessful in purchasing the former 
hospital grounds and buildings. 


SO FAR the most important 
gem in the diadem of the Village 
and which seems more likely to 
become a part of the city’s facili­ 
ties is the airport. Its size would 
by far make it a desirable addi­ 
tion to a municipality three or 
four times the 
size 
of Palm 
Springs. There are many metro­ 
politan centers who would give 
anything if it had an airport such 
as the Palm Springs Airport as 
an adjunct in this growing air- 
world. 
Demonstrating its very size was 
the flight of close to 1,000 planes,, 
that landed and took off from the 
city’s airport, Sunday, March 9. 
At one time all of these ships 
were parked on or near the 
landing ramps and there was 
still room for many hundreds 
more. Through the capable man­ 
agement of Mrs. Nelson and the 
assistance of others, not a serious 
single 
accident 
was 
recorded. 
This record was remarkable in 
view of the fact that the control 
tower at the field had no radio 
in which to control the air traf­ 
fic 
and many 
of the civilian 
planes had no receiving sets. 


GREAT PLANS for the fur­ 
ther development of the airfield 
arc in the making, it is under­ 
stood and just as soon as the 
ownership status is cleared away 
these plans are expected to be 
placed in operation. 
Soon the 
government is expected to adver­ 
tise for sale and off-site use, 
many of the buildings that now 
dot the airfield. 
Most coveted of all the build- | 
ings now standing at the air­ 
port, is the former officers’ club 
and the swimming pool that ad­ 
joins it. Recently the city coun­ 
cil asked the parks and recrea­ 
tional committee of the city coun­ 
cil to investigate the possibilities 
of using that building and enough 
land now surrounding it as a 


site for an 18-hole golf course. 
The old building would be used 
as a country club. So far, nothing 
has been done in this investiga­ 
tion due to the illness of Coun­ 
cilman Maurice McCann, head of 
the committee. 


ON APRIL 13, the first annual 
aerial circus will take place at 
the airport under the auspices of 
the Veterans of Foreign Wars 
and Post 34 of the AMVETS. The 
show will be a new addition to 
the 11th annual circus. 
It is 
the plan of these veterans to 
hold this show annually and gain 
for it national recognition among 
the 
famous 
aerial 
exhibitions 
staged elsewhere in the United 
States. 
During the war, by the way, 
the field was the base of the 21st 
Ferrying Group, later renamed 
the Fifth Operational Training 
Unit. From this military instal­ 
lation went trained personnel of 
the Air Transport Command to 
the four corners of the world. 
These pilots, navigators and other 
crew members flew every make 
of military aircraft to the bat­ 
tlefields of World War II.

Indeed, there is to this day a 
slight divergence of opinion as 
to w hat is best for Palm Springs 
betw een these tw o stalw art old 
veterans, now both in their sev­ 
enties. 
Mrs. McManus, who lias only 
enough grey threads to prove 
th at she does not dye her black 
curly hair and the energy of a 
thirty-year-old, is strong for m ak­ 
ing the place a com m unity of 
w inter homes. W hile Mrs. Coff­ 
m an, who, from th a t first sm all 
boarding house she built in 1908, 


has built up an enorm ous and 
nationally famous hotel, sees it 
more as a play and recuperation 
resort. 
Indeed, it was the influenza 
epidem ic of 1918, w hich drove 
¿locks of frightened city folks 
here to the desert to escape in­ 
fection, which speeded 
up the 
dream s of both these women. 
Both women in their love of des­ 
ert life and their enthusiasm for 
developing property, have made 
it the place it is today, where 
land purchased in the eighties 
at about 12s. an acre is worth 
over £200 a foot on the main 
street frontage. 
W hat has emerged from their 
hard, in early days m anual, work 
is a jackpot as well as a jam pot. 
The Barflies have their acres of 
bars, dance places and under-the- 
counter gambling joints. 
A Prop for Stars 
Film stars and playboys and 
girls are endlessly photographed 
on desert ponies and beside palm 
trees (“This is the tree we usual­ 
ly use for background, yes, sir, 
this tree has propped up Gable, 
Tyrone Power, Lana T urner, Wil­ 
liam Powell, etc. . . ” It did look 
a little stooped.) 
The 
fabled rich have 
their 
homes 
of dram atic 
simplicity, 
w ith swimming pools th a t begin 
in the sitting room and w ind <aut 
into the sun, with barbecue grills 
on 'the roofs so that outdoor grills 
can be cooked in full technicolor 
view of the San Jacinto moun­ 
tains. 
And the trailer dw ellers, about 
ten thousand of them during the 
peak-of-season months, sun doze 
happily 
in 
their 
tight-packed 
homes that measure anyw heje 
betw een ten to thirty-five feet 
long by a car’s breadth. 
Perhaps trailer life is the most 
classless of all in appeal. You 
find people like W oolworth m il­ 
lionaire Hutton and the V ander­ 
bilts indulging the desire to "get 
aw ay from it all" w ith just a 
handful of servants and a modest 
caravan of plush trailers. Nearby 
are seasonal trades hands and re­ 
tired small-income folk, eking out

to

American. 
What's in a Name? 
You can see the clash betw een 
the desires for perm anency and 
for change in the wheels of the 
trailers, lodged in hastily-grow n 
little plots of stone-fringed grass, 
ornam ented 
w ith 
w him sical 
names like “K um in,” “H avadate;” 
the one that foiled me for m inute, 
“Zizizit.” 
But the real contrast in this 
oasis of dollars is to be seen be- 
the other. On one side, a lavish 
tw een one side of a street and 
six million dollar building project 
of shops and hotels and the in­ 
evitable real estate office w ill 
stare across at desert desolation. 
No picture can be more squalid 
than that of the unsubdued des­ 
ert under hum an occupancy. The 
desert trees and dirt-colored sand, 
so 
beautiful 
from 
afar, 
w hen 
m ixed w ith hum an refuse, sacks, 


and apathetic-eyed adults, 
ex­ 
press total hopelessness. 
This is w here th e Indians live. 
Unlike any other American com ­ 
m unity, Palm Springs is divided 
into a checkerboard of about 30 
miles. The even-num bered mile- 
square sections are Indian reser­ 
vations, th e odd-num bered are 
w hite A m erican-ow ned property. 


The Big Chief 
The story of the clash betw een 
Indian and w'hite in this one com ­ 
m unity alone would take at least 
a full length article of ex p lan a­ 
tion—or m erely an honest and 
thoughtful look a t w hat happens 
w'hen they meet on opposite sides 
of the road. Since the problem is 
one w'hich I find extrem ely edu­ 
cative—for how indeed would we 
in B ritain behave should a racial 
problem squat literally a t our 
own doorstep—I called to see the 
leading Indian in the district. 
U nfortunately h e was aw ay but. 
w onderfully descriptive of how 
desert life 
despite its surface 
bustle has a tim eless quality in 
relationships, th ere was a pen­ 
cilled 
note 
addressed 
to 
him 
stuck to his door. It read, "Mr. 
W oodworth, who made th e a r­ 
rangem ent with you tw enty years 


ago about the land, is coming." 
It didn't say when. 
This little resort has a popula­ 
tion of about 3,600 souls in the 
120 degrees heat of sum m er, but 
it houses some 16,000 visitors a 
month during the w inter months. 
And behind the bright bar lights 
and quick-return snatchers, who 
come for love of money, are all 
the clashes and struggles inherent 
in fast-growing A m erican com­ 
munities.

When Huge Pipe Line Project Completed 


Heavy equipment rumbled alH 
last week in the Thousand Palms 
area marking the commencement 
of work on the huge thirty-inch 
wide Texas-California gas main 
running all the way from the 
Texas oil fields and being con­ 
structed to deliver natural gas to 
the cities of southern California 
during the winter of 1947-48. The 
big tractors have already cut a 
right-of-way through much of this 
territory and moved on down the 
Coachella valley.

Flood Problem in Cathedral City 
Area Solved and Area is Now on Its 
Way, Says Pioneer of Community 


By W. R. HILLERY 


The first lots in the new sub­ 
division of Cathedral City had 
been sold and dw ellings were 
under w ay w hen the four pro­ 
moters of the village, George G. 
Allen, M. V. V an Fleet, John J. 
Grove and G lenn V. Plum ley de­ 
cided to put in a flood protection 
channel or ditch. The w ork had 
not progressed far w hen it be­ 
came apparent their efforts would 
be inadequate and certain new 
lot owners let it be know n the 
prom oters would be held liable 
for failure of the project. The 
ditch was quickly refilled and 
the project abandoned. 
An interesting little sidelight 
on these founders was that Mr. 
Allen was the oldest w ith Van 
Fleet 
ten 
years 
younger and 
Grove ten years younger than 
Van 
Fleet 
and 
Plum ley 
the 
youngest by ten years. 


ABOUT 
1933 the next con­ 
certed effort was m ade to ob­ 
tain flood protection from the 
Coachella Valley County w ater 
district in w hich we found our­ 
selves from birth. Mr. Adams, 
their chief engineer, m ade a sur­ 
vey and figured the cost to each 
lot owner 
as w ell as acreage 
owner. A t th at time we w ere 
paying about 12c per lot per year 
taxes but all special jobs were 
to be paid for by the land ow n­ 
ers in cash w hen the project got 
under way. Nothing came of this 
effort nor of the one th at was 
revived tw o years later. 
The first organization in the 
com m unity 
came on Feb. 
22, 
1937 w hen our local cham ber of 
commerce cam e into being with 


E. F. Reilly as our first president. 
The next month Mr. Reilly ap ­ 
pointed a flood comm ittee com ­ 
posed of the w riter, E *F. M ar- 
tell and Wm. G. Hagen. This 
com m ittee held m eetings in Indio 
and Coachella as w ell as in C a­ 
thedral City. One of the places 
w e m et was in the office of 
G lenn Plumley. Plum ley's office 
w as in a building th at had been 
m oved from Palm Springs and 
stood where our drug store now 
is. It is the same building now 
housing the Chuckwagon cafe. 


IN MARCH 1938 following a 
devastating flood in the upper 
valley the W ar D epartm ent en ­ 
tered the picture and for several 
years made surveys and estim ates 
for all this area including C a­ 
thedral City. You w ill note th at 
C athedral 
City 
is 
mentioned 
ra th e r than C athedral Canyon. 
F or the War D epartm ent was of 
the opinion that developed areas 
should be taken care of to the 
exclusion of undeveloped areas. 
T he plan was to start a sweeping 
arc or wing dam below the large 
canyon on the east side cf the 
valiey on the Sharpless hom e­ 
stead. This barrier w as to sweep 
across the land below the w ater 
reservoir and cross the highway 
at one point only and that about 
a hundred yards w est of the arch. 
Nothing in the w ay of im m e­ 
diate relief was discernable and 
th e 12c per lot had grown to 
24c per $100 assessed valuation 
and the valuation had begun to 
creep 
up. 
The how ls 
becam e 
louder each tim e we journeyed 
to Coachella to pay this separate 


tax. A clever way to silence the 
how lers was hit on and it worked. 
All taxpayers in this area had 
their assessm ent and levy lumped 
w ith th e Riverside County bill 
and th a t hid the item. 


ALVAH HICKS w as the d i­ 
rector for this district in the 
CVCWD and w ith a group ol 
Palm 
Springs 
fellow 
business 
m en arranged a hearing on their 
petition to w ithdraw from the 
district. This was in 1941. We re ­ 
quested th at we be allow ed to 
join w ith Palm Springs bu t w ere 
persuaded that should w e do so 
the en tire effort m ight be lost 
and if we 
would allow Palm 
Springs to get out 
w e 
would 
have 
no obstacle 
in following 
suit. O ur neighbors w ere success­ 
ful in separating from th e C. V. 
district but in doing so this area 
lost its director and w e felt a 
cool d raft every tim e w e a p ­ 
proached the Coachella office. 
We reorganized our forces and 
w ith a petition of m ost of the 
lot ow ners and none dcscenting 
we w ent in a body to a directors 
m eeting at Coachella. This tim e 
t h e i r 
president. 
Dr. 
Forbes, 
talked to us, although th e board 
w as in session, and advised us 
th at if we tried for a decision at 
th at tim e we would surely lose 
but th at he would have Chief 
E ngineer Romberg come up and 
if he could not figure ou t relief 
for 
us 
th at we 
could 
surely 
w ithdraw . 
MR. ROMBERG was very elu­ 
sive and when we cornered him 
he refused to be a p arty to any 
proposal of w ithdraw al. Stating 
th at if w e did so it w ould en ­ 
danger the entire program of ex ­ 
pansion they had in m ind ,as 
others m ight also try to follow 
suit. 
W ith the outbreak of w ar the 
controversy was shelved until in 
1945 the m atter becam e a prob­ 
lem for Riverside county rather 
than any particular 
valley or 
canyon. O ur tax rate had jum ped 
to 56c an d finally to 80c so w hen 
the county plan was proposed 
w ith a 40c m axim um placed in 
the law , we were for that. 
N egotiations by our com m un­ 
ity w ere begun w hile th e bill to 
create th e new district w as still 
pending in the legislature. It be­ 
came m ore necessary w hen nei­ 
th er Coachella Valley nor Palo 
Verde V alley would come into the 
new set up. 
JO SEPH SNYDER had succeed­ 
ed to th e job of chief engineer and 
m anager of the CVCWD and he 
w ith M essrs N ewm an and An-

derson of th eir board, the only 
m em bers w hom 
we contacted, 
were pretty hard but courteous 
and fair in th e negotiations that 
followed. T hey offered us a cash 
expenditure of about $12,000 to 
cover labor and m aterial for flood 
protection and this am ount was 
to represent w hat we had paid 
in in taxes plus the use of equip­ 
m ent, the rental of w hich if 
charged to the job was to equal 
the am ount of the cash expendi­ 
ture. The object—to keep us in 
the valley district. The tail of the 
kite was the requirem ent th a t in 
addition to .furnishing free right 
of way we should arrange for 
and 
pay 
for 
construction 
of 
bridges over the channels w here 
they crossed the highway. Also 
to take care of the flood below 
the highw ay. Since then w e have 
found that this feature w as loaded 
w ith high explosive. 
To get out of one district and 
into another required the good 
offices of several friends of our 
comm unity. 
Culver Nichols of 
Palm Springs was very helpful 
and further dow n the valley, W. 
W. "B ill” Cook was of great help 
to us. 
THE ACT creating the R iver­ 
side County Flood and W ater 
Conservation D istrict was actual­ 
ly in effect in 1945 before w e got 
the go ahead sign from the Coa­ 
chella people and it was Jan. 7, 


1946, that the ordinance became 
effective allowm g 
us to w ith ­ 
draw from their district. In the 
meantim e, 
the 
organization 
of 
the County D istrict lias been com­ 
pleted and Messrs C ulver Nichols, 
H erbert Samson and W. R. Hil- 
lery were appointed Zone 6 com ­ 
missioners w hich em braces a larve 
territory in this area. 
President Frank C. Russell of 
our local cham ber of commerce 
had nam ed C. S. Cobb, G. C. 
W aller and W alter Melrose the 
local com m ittee on flood m atters 
and they, w ith the consent of the 
directors, im m ediately applied to 
the county authority to have the 
Cathedral' City project made an 
early item on the agenda. As a 
result, the zone commissioners 
recom m ended and th e supervisors 
agreed to placing the C athedral 
City project as num ber one on 
the list of projects in this zone. 
Accordingly, 
w hen 
the budget 
was set up, an item of $10,000 
was placed in it for this work, the 
com pletion of w hich was spread 
over a tw o year period. 
WHEN THE SURVEYS began 
the ow ners of unim proved prop­ 
erty lying to south and w est of 
the village requested their land 
be included in the project. This 
was agreed to and in addition to 
a direct assessm ent of $5,000 for 
changing the channel to include 
more land in the half section 


west of the arch an estim ate of 
$15,000 was placed on th e cost 
of doing the work south of the 
w ater reservoir. 
This land be­ 
longing to Mrs. Sharpless and 
Messrs 
Melrose 
and 
Charles- 
worth would add a considerable 
acreage to the usable land ad­ 
joining the 
present 
village of 
Cathedral City. 
The engineer figured th e acre­ 
age of each of the three owners 
that would be benefited and ar­ 
rived 
at

following:

Sharpless, 29 protected acres. 12.5 
percent, contribution $1870: Robt. 
Charlesw orth, 160 p r o t e c t e d 
acres, 69.091, contribution $10,­ 
350: W alter Melrose, 43 protected 
acres 18.5' i . contribution $2780. 
total $15,000 
Except for $5350 of the above 
am ount the balance was paid by 
the above parties to the county 
treasurer. 
RATHER THAN SEE the pro­ 
ject fail, the directors of the 
cham ber of commerce agreed to 
guarantee 
the 
$5350 
and 
ad­ 
vanced $1500 from the cham ber 
funds, 
Mr. 
Melrose 
advanced 
$1500, C athedral City D evelop­ 
m ent company advanced $1500, 
and H illery and Cobb $850. 
It is believed this advance can 
be repaid by a voluntary levy 
based on the lot ow nership in the 
village and such a proposal will 


shortly 
be 
placed 
before 
the 
villagers. 
In addition to the cooperation 
of the zone commissioners thanks 
should go to Max Bookman, chief 
engineer, for his courtesy and p a ­ 
tience in bringing about the ap­ 
proval of the various owners. 
Likewise, the cham ber of com ­ 
merce to a m an gave their u n ­ 
anim ous support and only in two 
instances was there difficulty en­ 
countered elsewhere. 
IN PASSING it should be m en­ 
tioned that some difficulty was 
encountered w ith th e State H igh­ 
way D epartm ent as th eir policy 
was to refuse to allow dips in the 
highway that would be neces­ 
sary to accom modate the flood 
channelg. Bridges w hich w ere re ­ 
quired w as out of th e question on 
account of costs. 
In December, 
1946, a public hearing was held 
in our Town Hall and the result 
was inconclusive b u t at Sacra­ 
mento later w ith th e full board 
in session the w riter and our 
good neighbor, H arry H arper, ap­ 
peared and thanks to the able as­ 
sistance of Philip Boyd, our as­ 
sem blym an, the decision was in 
our favor but we w ere made to 
understand that the reason they 
were w illing to m ake an excep­ 
tion was due to the fact that very 
definitely the p resent highw ay 
through C athedral C ity was not 
the ultim ate route for the State.

It is thought probable 
the trail w ill be started from 
the floor of the canyon a quarter 
of a mile or so above the bench.
